Firſt he poſſeſſeth Ver.6, 
them with an evill opinion of the King, that he neglett; the execution of Ver,;, | 
Tuſtice ; and then infinuates into them, That if he were made Judge in Yer 4. 
the Lard (not yet ſeeming to aimeat the Crowne, he onely deſires to 
be made a Judgein the Land ) then the times ſhould be better : If any Per,s, (c. 
man had any ſuit or cauſe,if he came nunta him, ke woulddee himjuſtice. 
And thencondeſcended to a winning Aﬀability: with the people, he 
raiſeth a moſt unnaturall Rebellion ; which he colonrs over, not onely 
withthefaire pretence of executing Juſtice,but alſo of preſerving Re- 
ligion, and therefore, he offers ſecrifc before the people. And the better 
to countenance his Rebellion, he makes ule of Achitophel the great 
Councellor,and others of the Nebles of 1/-ae/. And it we look upon 
King David, he {good Man) is put to as great ſtraits asKing Charls. 
' He 1s driven from the great City /er»/alem, he is forced to \ a farre 
off,and glad that he can be furnitht with proviſion at Aahanaim, at 
the bounty of his better Subjets. And being at this diſtance, he af- 
ſembles what Forces he can raiſe,and.ſends them out to ſupprefle the 
Rebellion of A#/o/on ; whoas he brought upon the Kingdome the 
miſery ofa Civill War, ſoupon himſelfe the confufion of an unnatu- 
rall Son,and arebellious Subjet. Here let me ſay to King Charles, 
what C#ſo4i ſaid to King David, ({ince their caſe 1s not much unlike) 
when he brought the news of the ViRtary,2 Sam. 18.32. Let the ene- 
mics of my Lord the King, andall that riſe up to doe thee hurt, be as that 
oung m..n 15, But that a pretended cauſe, how ſpecious ſoever, ſhould 
juſtine Arms againft the King, no man will beleeve. Therefore 1 
muſt goe a great way farther, and draw the cord much longer, and 
_ make it appeare, that no Cax/e, how jult ſoever truly and indeed, can 
Juſtifie the SubjeRs taking up Armes againlt their Soveraigne. What 
Cauſe morereligious then that of Religion ? What Cauſe more juſt 
then that of Juſtice it ſelfe ? Yet neither for the profeſſion of Religi- 
on, nor for the execution of Juſtice, may Subjects take up Arms a- 
gainſt their King. This is evident, Aſamr i the rod of Gods, axger, yet

As for Kings then, 
God will puniſh them aver, with his own hand : which Davie 
knew well, when he anſwered A6i/54; (moving, yea, inciting him to 
ſlay Saxl, or ſuffer Sa»! tobe ſlain) witha Dems percuſſerit, God ſhall 
ſmite him : but asfor himſelf, he would not ffretch ont bus hand a- 
gainf him, 1 Sam. 26. 10, 11. Icould heape up Texts of Scripture te 
confirme this Truth, but this one ſentence of my Text may ſuffice: 
where we have it propriss rerminu(a things now a daycs ſo much ſtood 
upon) A King againf whom theyre 1s no riſing wp. 

If wedefire Examples for further confirmation, let usretire back to 
former Ages, and we are pretuntly (as Saint Pawl fpeaks upon ano- 
ther occayon) ——_ ſſed about with a cloud of witneſſes, o@ uapryor, 
a cloud ef Martyrs; ſcaling and maintaining Gods Truth, with their 
own Blood, not with the Blood of others. Was not Sas! a bloody 

erſecutorſlaying Abimelech, with foureſcore and foure Prieſts in one 
ay,upon the falſe accuſation of Doeg? was he not a Demoniake,poſ- 

ſeſled with an evill Spirit? ,acrnell Tyrant, feeking not onely the death 
of David, but alſo of l2nathan his own Sonne? Yet when God had de- 
livered him into Davids hands, and 4A5i/hai (lookingupon him onely 
with a Souldiers Eye, as his Enemy ) ha beene earneſt to kill him; 
yet faith David,deſtroy him not, for who can ſtretch forth his hand againſt 
the Lords Anointed, and be guiltleſſe ? 1 Sam, 26.9. The Lords Anoin- 
ted | What Saw a Perſecuter,a Deemoniacke, a Tyrant, and yet Chri- 
ſtr Domini, the Lords Anointed ? Here (beloved) let me give youa 
remarkable obſervation ; This Anointing here, doth'not betoken any 
Spirituall Grace, as clſewhere it doth in ſeverall places of the Scrip- 
tures: 2 miltake (let metell you) which hath begottefi many irreve- 
rent opinions concerning Kings. Royall Unton gives a jult Title 
to the Crown, not Divine Grace to ſway the Scepter : it gives Right 
to rule, not to Rule rightly. Though true it is, it were much to be 
wilſht, that Grace in their Hearts, were as fragrant as the Oyleupon 
their Heads : and that, as they excell in Glory and Dignity, fo in 
Godlineſſe and Vertue. But weſce wicked Sax! then, as well as 

Daevid,is Chriſftms Domini, the Lords Anointed : he had (as all wic- 
ked Kings have) /anttiratem mnttionss, though not ſanftitarem vite,

an boly Calling, zough not an holy Life. Yea, the Lord rauleth in the 
Kingdom of men, and grveth it to whomfſoever he will , fo the Prophet 
Danicl,Chap.4.ver.3 2. ſo that he may be Chriſti who is not Chri- 
ftianus, as was Darius the Heathen, 1/a.45.1. It then Kingsare made 
Chriſti Domini, the Lords Anointed,neither for Religion nor Vertue- 
then certainly they may pot be unmade for either Hereſie or Vice, ac- 
cording tothat Divine Axiome, Deminium temporale non fundatur in 
gratia,.Temporall Dominion (or poweref Rule) is not founded upon 
Grace. To all this accords that of /unixs and Tremelixs, Vntbho Jehove, 
(faythey ) the Anointed of the Lord, that is, 4 Deo ad regnwum a ſſumpro, 
admitted by God to the Kingdome ; and ,what ? to have his Crown 
preſently calt down to the ground, and himſclfe upon miſdemeanour 
depoſed from his Throne by the States, by the mulyitude, by the col- 
lective Body of the Kingdome, as ſome would have it ? No, a Des ad 
Regnum aſſumpto,ac proinde ſantto,C5- munito 85 omni injuria, admitted 
by God tothe Kingdome, and therefore ſacred and fortified from all 
injury. In that great defetion under Jeroboamn, did there not live 
many holy Prophets? inthat hot Perſecution under Nero, did there 
not live many holy Apoltles ? under that grand Apoſtacy of 1«lian, 
did there not live many holy Fathers? yet(I will ſpeak it ex 4vimo)let 
it appear that there was ever any ene Prophet,any oneAfoitle,and one 
Father,that ſtirred up ſedition,or moved the People to take up Armes 
(though in their detence) againſt their Soveraign : and I will ſubmit 


' to their Cenfure who now oppoſe their King, and I think I could not 


expect more ſevere Iudges. Run over the Adts of the Apoltles and 
you ſhall find them in the Priſon, not in the Campe : drawne before 
Magiſtrates, not drawing Magiſtrates beforethem : ſtoned but not 
ſtoning : ſtruck with the Sword , but not ſtriking with the Sword. 
And in 2 Theſ.1.4. We glory in you(faith the Apoltle )i the Churches 
of God: for what? for their Valour and Courage in defending the 
Goſpell by force of Arms ?no, but fortheir Patience and Faith, in all , 
their Perſecutions and tribulations for the Goſpel. Aske Saint Auguſtine 
(that holy and Learned Father) how Paganifme ard Heretie u as 
vanquiſht,and how the truth of the Goſpell was maintained ? and he 
will tell you, 0x 4a repug nanttbus, [ed amorientibus Chriſtians, not by 
Chriſtians reſiſting, but by Chriſtians dying. What think you now 2? 
who are the beſt Chriſtians, they who take up the Trofle and follow 
Chriſt,or they who take up Armes and relilt their Soveraigne ? 

But ſome may {ay : The former Chriſtians did not take up Arms,
